An Act for the better enlightning of the Streets 
of the City of London, 


Dereas it has been found by Ex⸗ Preamble. 
perience, that many and krequent 
Durders, Babberles, Burglartes, 
A felonies, and other Crimes of a 
Bees VCinous Mature, have been and 
are krequently committed in the 
Streets, Lanes, and Paſſages 
of the City ok London, and the 
Liberties thereof, in the Might 
Sealon; the Commiſſion of which 
8 Crimes has, in a great Pealure, 
been opine ent anner in which the Streets, 
Lanes, Paſfages, and Courts ok the fat’ City, have, 
for fame Pears paſt, been, and at this prefent Time are, 
lighted by the J2opietors of the Conver Lights: and 
Whereas the Citizens ok London are deſiraus to have 
the open Places, Streets, Lanes, Paſlages, and Courts 
theteof, enlightened in a better and moge etfectual Man⸗ 
ner, as well for their own, ag ko: the common Saketp 
and Benefit of all other Perlons, whole Affairs oblige: 
them te pafs and repals through the kame; and in 
Oder to effect do good a Cok, the ſald Citizens have 
O o o o 2 conſented 
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Glafs Lamps to 
be put up in 
London, accord- 
ing to the Di- 
rections of the 
Lord Mayor, 
Cc. and kept 
lighted from 
Sun-fetting to 
Sun-rifing. 


Wearly Rates. 
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conſented and agreed to ratte the Money neceflarp for that 
Purpole, by a reaſonable Car and Afletiment on the In⸗ 
habitants of the laid City, in ſuch Manner as herein at- 


ter is expꝛeſſed: But kozalmuch as the fame cannot be 


efictually done, but by the Aid and Aſſiſtance ok an Act of 
Parliament; map it pleale Pour Pajeſty (at the humble 
Petition and deſire of the Mapoz, Aldermen, and Com: 
monalty of the City of London, in Common Council 
aſſembled) that it may be enacted, and be it enacted by 
the King's mot Excellent Pajeſtp, by and with the Ad⸗ 
vice and Conſent of the Lozds Spiritual and Tempozal, 
and Commons, in this pꝛeſent Parliament aſſembled, 
and by the Authority of the fame, That ſuch a convenient 
and fufficient Number ok Slals Lamps, of (uch Sort and 
Faſhion, and put up in luch Parts and Places of the ſaid 
City of London, and the Liberties thereof, as to the Map⸗
